Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3, 4, 12-15 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record, Morris et al. (US 2004/0203430) does not teach or 
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suggest performing soft-clippings of the portion of the signal being above a clipping 
threshold by using a sealed reference function which is subtracted from each of the 
elementary functions into which the portion of the signal being above a clipping 
threshold is decomposed and such that the subtracted elementary functions reduce a 
peak power of said portion of the signal being above a clipping threshold of the signal to 
be transmitted, wherein positions for subtracting the scaled reference function from 
each of the elementary functions and the scaling of the reference function are given 
respectively by a position of a maximum and an amplitude at the maximum of the 
corresponding elementary function.
